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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 



1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Thomas Dougherty on March 22, 2006. 

3. The application has been amended as follows: 
In the Abstract: 

Lines 1-2: "comprising means, such as element" has been changed to 
"comprising element". 
In the claim: 

Claim 1, line 14: "this address" has been changed to "the address"; line 15: "to 
the means (20)" has been changed to "to the means of counting and forming the 
address (20)". 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest, alone or in a combination, among 
other things, at least a generator of repetitive sets of spreading sequences as a whole, 
the combination of elements and features, which includes the means counting the 
number of received symbols and forming an address comprising two pads, wherein the 
first pad composed of the number of bits in each symbol to address one block of a 
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sequence table, and a second pad composed of the number = log2 S to address one 
sequence of the S sequences contained in the block of the sequence table as recited in 
the claim.
